Aug. 4 (IHT*.— To aid an economy drive among 
its T.lXX) Staff members here, the European Commission has gone 
to the trouble of working out how much stationery, pens, paper 
clips, ashtrays, erasers, hole-punchers, glue and scissors are 
annually used in the cause of European political and economic 
unity. 

Never shy about statistics, the Commission has calculated 
the consumption of such equipment right down to the last paper 
clip: 1.777,000 were used last year, an average consumption per 
Eurocrat of 311. 

The European Economic Community offices use 82.493 ball- 
point pens each year, 462,200 sheets of carbon paper. 17.211 note- 
books (type a-4i. i*25 bottles of glue. 312.550 cardboard files 
and 1.113 “scrapers." 

Commission employees have been given notice that they 
will be reprimanded if an individual's use of such items exceeds 
the average. 

In addition, the EEC offices work their way through about 
000 tons or paper each year and admit to an average of ‘LSOO 
meetings or experts annually, which result in about 50 million 
pages of reports and documents. 

Although these figures conjure up a nightmare world oT a 
bureaucracy— though no statistics are given on red tape— the 
Commission's intention in publishing them is supposed to have 
the opposite effect. 

Commission officials hope that such information win show 
that, by comparison with national administrations, the Euro- 
crats are a lean, hard-working lot who use less equipment and 
paper "than civil servants in the nine EEC capitals.

The tribesmen ot the 
northern and eastern Shan State, 
near the Chinese, Laotian . and 
Thai borders, are' estimated to 
produce 400 tons of raw opium 
in a normal season. 

Burm a's rising interest in sup- 
pressing the trade derives from 
two sources of concern: increas- 
ing addiction in Burmese cities 
to smokin g and -even injecting 
heroin, and Burmese rebels’ use 
of fun ds earned by smuggling 
opium, jade and other precious 
into Thailand. 

The goverment, ln a military 
drive against political and ethnic 
rebels to the east after putting 
down a long-time insurgent 
movement in the center, of the 
country. . has been s triking more 
actively against opium caravans 

and refineries. 

Three main groups have been 
identified by Burmese and U.S. 

. experts as organizers of the 
caravans, each of which consists 
of about 300 to 300 mules and 
ponies and as many as 200 guards. 

Chinese Nationalists 

The first group Is the notorious 
Third Chinese Irregular Jtarce, 
which began life as a Notionalist 
division that fled to Burma after 
the Chinese Communist victory 
of 1949 and constituted itself as 
an irregular army to reconquer 
China, with the backing of Tai- 
wan and the United States.

CIA Must 
Hide Budget 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 i'AP'. 

- — CL4 Director William Colby 
told the House Intelligence Com- 
mittee today that revealing the 
agency's budget “would inevita- 
bly weaken our intelligence.” 

Mr. Colby asked the panel for 
a closed briefing on how much 
intelligence activities cost. He 
r said he was aware that this ap- 
... p eared to run counter to what 
; he said was the intelligence com- 

- munity’s objective of winning the 
: confidence of the public. 

"But I must testify that I 
believe that the agency's budget 
: must ge kept secret and that 
revealing it would inevitably 
weaken our intelligence." he said. 

President Ford’s budget direc- 
tor. -James Lynn, refused Friday 
to give the cost of intelligence 
operations but told the panel 
that he and Mr. Colby would 
give full details in closed ses- 
sions. 

Statute Cited 

Mr. Lynn contended that un- 
der present law he could be 
“subject to criminal violation" 
for publicly disclosing even a 
single overall cost figure. 

Mr. Colby said a check by 
the CIA has not turned, up even 
one example of a government 
that publishes its intelligence 
budget. 

He said that, if the CIA began 
releasing such figures, other gov- 
ernments would be able to take 
scraps of Information about the 
agency and generally known 
financial trends such as infla- 
tion and “draw conclusions or 
even identify hypotheses that 
would put some of our opera- 
tions in jeopardy.” 

He gave as an example the 
development of the U -2 spy 
plane. 

"Our budget increased signifi- 
cantly during the development 
phase of that aircraft. That fact, 
if public, would have attracted 
attention abroad to the fact that 
something new and obviously' 
major was in process,” he said. 

Ecevit Suggests 
U.S- Quit Turkey 

ANKARA. Aug. 4 'APi.— Bulent 
Ecevit. Turkey's former premier 
and leader of the main opposi- 
tion party, today proposed that 
U5. military personnel here be .

The Turkish government last 
week halted operations at the 
U.S. installations on Turkish soil 
in reprisal for the refusal of the 
House of Representatives to ease 
an arms embargo against Turkey 
in effect since February.

Lawyer Kunstler Is Jailed

For Contempt in Little Trial 


RALEIGH. N.C.. Aug. 4 iAP-. 
—Activist lawyer William Kunst- 
ler, known for his stormy de- 
fenses of dissidents, was ordered 
jailed briefly today for contempt 
of court by tlie judge in the Joan 
Little murder case. 

The action followed Judge 
Hamilton Hobgood's refusal to al- 
low Mr. Kunstler to join the de- 
fense team for Miss Little, a 21- 
year-old black woman accused of 
killing a white jailer. Mr. Kunst- 
ler was to have replaced another 
lawyer, removed from the case 
by Judge Hobgood for allegedly 
asking a witness to lie. 

After the denial, Mr. Kunstler 
stood up and declared: “I see the 
quality of justice in North Caro- 
lina has not improved. '* 

Judge Hobgood replied. “If you 
make any further comments, you 
will be sent to the fifth floor 
Ijaill." 

“Take me up there. What 
you’re doing is outrageous," Mr. 
Kunstler said. 

Deputies moved Immediately to 
escort the lawyer to the jail area 
of the Wake County Courthouse. 

Banned From Trial 
Two hours later. Judge Hob- 
good ordered Mr. Kunstler 
brought to the courtroom during 
a recess, when? be formally found 
him in contempt. He sentenced 
Mr. Kunstler to two hours in jail 
—the -time he had already served 
— Rnd banned him from the trial 
area of the courthouse. 

Air. Kunstler has had many 
disputes with Judges. He was con- 
victed of contempt in the trial 
of the Chicago-7. And he was 
jailed for courtroom disruptions 
in the trial of American Indian 
Movement leaders. 

Mr. Kunstler said the contempt 
conviction would be appealed. 

He had sought to replace Mor- 
ris Dees on the defense team.

The Glomar Explorer con- 
tract gave Mr. Hughes a CIA 
“connection" that Robert Maheu. 
his former chief aide, said Mr. 
Hughes had been seeking for 
years as a convenience to protect 
him against difficulties with 
federal agencies. 

Mr. Maheu testified last week 
before the Senate committee in- 
vestigating the CIA about Ills role 
in an alleged attempt in 1960 to 
assassinate Premier Fidel Castro 
and other Cuban leaders. He as- 
serted that Mr. Hughes, on learn- 
ing of Mr. Maheus CIA associa- 
tion. urged him to obtain an 
agency connection for the Eughes 
company. Mr. Maheu said he told 
his employer that he would not 
help Itim to bring this about. 

There has been no evidence 
that the S100.000 contribution in 
1972 and the award of the secret 
CIA contract were connected. 
But the date of the contract con- 
flicted with previously available 
information about the ship. 

The existence of the 618-foor. 
Glomar Explorer became known 
in May, 1973. At that time an of- 
ficial at the Sun Shipbuilding Co. 
in Chester. Pa., was quoted as 
saying that the vessel's keel was 
laid in December. 1971. and that 
it was launched Nov. 4, 1972. 

Exempted From Costs 
The contract between tlie gov- 
ernment and Mr. Hughes's Sum- 
raa Corp. set forth that the gov- 
ernment would finance and con- 
trol the Glomar Explorer, that 
Global Marine. Inc., would 
operate it and that Summa would 
pose rs the owner to conceal the 
sub-raising mlssiou. according to 
sources familiar with the tax in- 
quiry. The billionaire's company 
was exempted, from any costs or 
responsibility for the ship, these 
sources said. 

Global Marine, Inc., is a public 
company thst owns and operates 
a fleet of oil- exploration vessels. 
When construction of the Glomar 
Explorer was announced in 1973. 
it was stated that Mr. Hughes 
had. built the ship to mine valu- 
able mineral nodules from the 
ocean floor, with Global Marine 
serving as the ship's operator. 

CIA sources have privately 
stated that Mr. Hughes had been 
engaged as a “CIA cover" because 
he was the only person wealthy 
enough to pose as owner of the 
Glomar Explorer and because he 
was intensely security-minded 
and adept at keeping secrets.

WASHINGTON. Aug. 4 (WF>. 
— The Army manufactured quan- 
tities of a powerful hallucinogen 
known as BZ in 1963 and 1964 
and still stockpiles the drug in 
bombs at the Pine Bluff Arsenal 
in Arkansas, according to an Ar- 
my spokesman. 

In response to a query from 
The Washington Post, the spokes- 
man confirmed the stockpiles of 
the drug and said, that the Army 
is cleared to use it In situations 
such as Chilian riots, protection 
of military combat areas and 
military rescue missions. 

A ban on development, produc- 
tion or stockpiling of biological or 
toxic weapons signed by President 
Ford in January excluded several 
riot-control agents, including BZ. 
Mr. Ford said at the signing of 
the ban that use of the exclud- 
ed agents would require his per- 
sonal approval. 

The Army spokesman said that 
neither BZ nor any other halluci- 
nogen has been used In a com- 
bat situation or a civilian riot. 
“It's in a bomb configuration as 
part of our defense arsenal." he 
.said. "It would be difficult to use 
it any other way." 

BZ, whose scientific name ls 3- 
quinuclldinvl bemdlate, is a drug 
that requires only extremely 
small doses to produce hallucina- 
tions and disorientation lasting BO 
or more hours in humans, accord- 
ing to researchers. 

The Army tested BZ on a sub- 
stantial number of the sen-icemen 
and civilians who signed up for 
its drug experiments that also 
included LSD and other halluci- 
nogens conducted at Edgewooa 
Arsenal in Maryland. The exper- 
iments, which started in .1956, 
were halted last week by the Ar- 
my for a full evaluation of the 
program and Its civilian director, 
Dr. Van Sim. 

Dr. Sim. who has headed the 
program since 1956, was trans- 


ferred from his post to that of 
a special adviser last week. The 
Army inspector-general is looking 
into reports that he may have 
misused drugs while serving at a 
civilian clinic in 1951. 

The doctor also said that the 
Army had funded experiments 
with hallucinogens on prisoners 
at Holmes burg prison, near Phil- 
adelphia. The prisoners were 
paid to take a type of hallucino- 
gen known as an antlchoionergic. 
Dr. Sim said. 

National Interest 

He added that he considered 
the experiments conducted with 
LSD and other hallucinogens to 
be in the national interest. He 
said that In many cases experi- 
ments were tried with drugs thar 
the Army found were being tried 
out by Russia or by other coun- 
tries. 

Experiments with LSD were 


dropped in. 1967. Dr. Sim said, 
because the Army decided it 

really wanted a drug thar would 
stun an enemy but leave it able 
to carry oui orders. LSD could 
not accomplish thu.. The Edge- 
wood researchers did develop an 
effective antidote io LSD. he 
said. 

Meanwhile. Dr. Albert Kurland, 
superiniendaut of Maryland Psy- 
chiatric Research Center, said 
that about 100 professionals in- 
cluding psychiatrists, psycholo- 
gists. physicians and theologians 
have voluntarily taken LSD at 
the center during the last five 
years. 

They took the drug to gain 
first-hand experience with its ef- 
fects to assist them in their work, 
he said, adding that the experi- 
ments have been reported in 
publications such as the Journal 
of the American Medical Asso- 
ciation.

The Detroit News reported that 
federal sources believe Hoffa 
might have been the victim of 
his own campaign to regain union 
power— a campaign, that could :

President Ford's journey through Europe, 
east of the Rhine, was successful in that 
there were no unpleasant incidents, the Hel- 
sinki charter was signed on schedule, and 
the American President’s reception ranged 
from politeness to general cordiality.

Ford did not break new ground, really, but 
on the whole it can be said that the fragile 
and uncertain sprigs of detente benefited 
from his cultivation. 

Among the few surprises was President 
Tito's sharp comment on the Middle Eastern 
situation, which he later somewhat modified. 
But everyone Knows that Tito's Jugoslavia 
Is pro- Arab and to find him talking like the 
King of Saudi Arabia was only significant 
for Its context, a welcoming toast at a formal 
dinner. Yet the incident is not without 
meaning as an example of how confused the 
state of the world is today. 

Mr. Ford had other examples of that — dis- 
cussions with two American allies, represen- 
tatives of Greece and Turkey, at loggerheads 
with one another and the United States be- 
cause of Cyprus. And he must have heard 
echoes of the Syrian defiance of peace moves 
toward Israel, uttered in a curious concate- 
nation with Jordan and containing an Im- 
plied rebuke to Egypt, mils is a time, if not 
quite, in Hardy's phrase, of the breaking of 
natlohs, at least of the breaking of national 
stereotypes. 

What has actually happened, of course, is 
the break-up M the original cold war dicho- 


tomy. in which each side of the Iron Cur- 
tain assumed the unity of the other side and 
made every effort to obscure any elements of 
disunity on Its own side. To what lengths 
the United states went in the latter direc- 
tion has been revealed in the once-secret 
flies on the Korean war. with their accounts 
of the pressures and appeasement applied to 
South Korea’s Syngman Rhee. It would be 
interesting to have a comparable account of 
what went on among the Soviet Union, 
mainland China and North Korea during the 
same period 

Now most of the conflicts are in the open, 
cutting across national and ideological boun- 
daries with fine displays of rhetoric and 
little of common sense. When an American 
diplomat Is held hostage in Kuala Lumpur to 
apply force to the Japanese government, it 
seems some anarchic fantasy. But when one 
finds commentators seeking to appraise the 
relative strengths of NATO and the Warsaw 
Pact by testing the temperatures of Presi- 
dent Ford’s welcome in Bonn and Bucharest, 
or brooding about the future of Yugoslavia 
after Tito in the light of a dinner mood at 
Belgrade, the only thing that is clear about 
global politics is that they are unclear. 
Mr. Ford has journeyed through confusion 
to return to more of the same in Washington, 
and It takes remarkable naivete — or intel- 
lectual stubbornness — to sum up the value of 
that trip In any but the most, tentative terms. 
For the whole world is in a most tentative 
state. 


Japan and Korea 


" Japan deserves the fullest encouragement 
from the United States in its tentative be- 
ginnings toward an independent diplomatic 
role on the Korean peninsula. Premier Miki. 
making his first official visit to Washington, 
has placed the Korean question high on his 
agenda for talks with President Ford and top 
American policy makers. 

While the two governments have long been 
tn close consultation about steps to insure 
South Korea's security, there has been & 
dearth of diplomatic initiatives Item outside 
powers to try to alleviate the periodic war 
threats that flare up across the 38th Parallel. 
The United States has been prevented by Its 
preoccupations in Southeast Asia from focus- 
ing on the longer-term Korean issue; Japan's 
relations with Smith Korea have been un- 
necessarily strained by the dispute following 
the abduction of a Korean opposition leader 
from Tokyo two years ago. 

The inhibitions atfe now fading. The Jap- 
anese foreign minister has officially visited 
Seoul to restore relations to an even keeL 
At the same time, a legislator from Japan’s 
ruling Liberal Democratic party has quietly 
been dispatched to North Korea to get an 
official reading of Pyongyang’s attitudes 


prior to the Japanese-UjS. consultations; 
Japan was one ot the few non-Communist 
nations that has been able to maintain even 
a semblance of a dialogue with the North 
Korean regime. 

Japan has the potential for greater flexi- 
bility than the United States in facing the 
two Korean states, if Tokyo's cautious policy 
makers choose to use 1L The Japanese have 
long held back from assuming any forward 
position In great-power diplomacy, but there 
are clear signs that this diffidence is being 
overcome. Ideally. Japan and the United 
States should be working to begin serious 
consultations . with China and the Soviet 
Union toward stabilizing the Korean penin- 
sula, however long and drawn-out -a process 
this would Inevitably be. 

The U.S. Interest in Korea Is directly tied 
to UjS. security obligations to Japan; it is 
Japan, far more than the United States, 
that is threatened by political and military 
unrest In Korea. While the United States 
must be prepared to maintain defense re- 
sponsibilities in South Korea. It would only 
be an appropriate sharing of responsibility 
for Japan to assume more of the diplomatic 
Initiative.

Polls and Pressures 


Not sinefe Gen. Shfennan's famous repudia- 
tion has a politician renounced a presidential 
candidacy in such flat, forthright, unequi- 
vocal terms as Sen. Edward M. Kennedy. 
D-Mass.. did nearly a year ago: "I will not 
accept the nomination. I will not accept 
a draft. I will oppose any effort to place my 
name in nomination . . . and I will oppose 
any effort to promote my candidacy in any 
other way.” That statement, clear enough 
to have won the acceptance of the most 
cynical, has since been reinforced, most 
recently again last week. 

Yet hardly a month goes by that some public 
opinion poll is not published measuring Sen. 
Kennedy’s appeal against that of a half- 
dozen other figures who are either openly 
after the Democratic nomination or unde- 
clared. His showing in a possible contest 
with President Ford Is regularly compared 
with that of other possible nominees or his 
popularity is directly pitted against that of 
his f ellaw-Deihocrats — by geographical re- 
gion. age group, race, income level and other 
categories. 


The result is that the candidacy of a man 
who appears to be adamant against running 
is being promoted more effectively than if 
he were a willing entry in the field. Local 
and state Democratic leaders and potential 
delegates cannot possibly escape the feeling 
that they may be engaged m a futile, and 
even self-defeating, activity If they commit 
themselves to candidates who are proclaimed 
every few days as statistical also-rans. By 
the same token, potential contributors may 
be wary of writing checks for those who are 
so regularly depicted as lagging behind 
Mr. Kennedy. 

In effect, the polls are building up pres- 
sures that could compel the nomination of 
a man who for strongly felt reasons has 
taken himself out of the running. Should 
those pressures prevail, the polls will have 
Intervened In the electoral process to an 
even greater degree than they have beer, 
charged with doing in the past. What more 
does Sen. Kennedy have to do for the poll- 
sters to take him at his word?

With every day that 
passes, more reports appear of the Soviet 
Union's attempts to buy grain In the 
West . . .

Com- 
munist purchases tin 19721 played an im- 
portant part In the subsequent burst of 
International Inflation. It hurt the develop- 
ing countries, and major food importers like 
Britain and Japan, particularly badly. . . . 


Until Russian agriculture can be drastically 
reorganized . . there is every probability 
that the harvest failures of recent years will 
persist. As the Russians grow richer, they 
will want to eat more meat. As the Third 
World recovers from the oil price rise, its 
demand for grain will also increase. Unless 
we are In for years of recurrent food crises 
—crises which will put Russia and the Third 
World very much at the mercy of the United 
States— the soviet Union will hare to find 
a better way of organizing its agriculture.

The Russians Are Buying! 


CAMBRIDGE. Mass.— The reap. 
^ pearance of Soviet grain pur- 
chasers in American markets is 
a remarkable testimony to the 
rapidity of international economic 
change. 

In 1972. when the Soviet Union 
purchased $1 billion wdrtb of 
American grain, it found Itself 
with a severe shortage of foreign 
currency. 

Almost miraculously the situa- 
tion was reversed In late 1979. 
First. Soviet harvest* Improved, 
eliminating the need to divert 
similar large sums for the im- 
portation of food. Second, and 
mod important, in the wake of 
the Arab-lsraeli war the Soviet 
Union earned hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars in windfall gains 
on the sale of its petroleum and 
natural gas. 

Deficits 

In 1975. the situation has ap- 
parently changed again. As in 
1972. because of the latest crop 
laflure the Soviet Union may- 
have had to divert another *1 
billion from its machinery-import 
program. Mreeover. on the basis 
or preliminary evidence for the 
last part of 1974 and the first 
quarter of 1975. Soviet export 
surpluses to the hard-currency 
countries of the world have turn- 
ed into striking deficits. 

in particular, the surplus with 
Japan, which was almost S61-0 
million in 1973 and exceeded S300 
million in 1974. has reverted to 
an unprecedented deficit of 5130 
n ^iryi in the first quarter of 
1975. 

Only In the United Kingdom 
does the Soviet Union sell signifi- 
cantly more than it buys, and 
even in Britain there has been 
a reduction of the Soviet surplus. 
The explanation is that apparent- 
ly the worldwide recession has 
necessitated a drop in purchases 
from the Soviet Union that has 
r.ot been reciprocated by the 
Soviet Union. 

What is the significance of 
such a turn of events? The eco- 
nomic bargaining power of Ibe 
Soviet Union has suffered. Amer- 
ican foreign-policy makers and 
businessmen should be aware of 
this when negotiating with Soviet 
officials. Too often we fall to 
recognize Soviet weaknesses just 
as we sometimes fail to recognize 
strengths. 

The Future 

Furthermore, officials in the 
Department of Agriculture must 
include periodic Soviet purchases 
of great magnitude in their 
project ices for the future. 

as Soviet officials seek to build 
up livestock herds, most likely 
they will become regular pur- 
chasers of such U.JB. f e e dg r a tns 
as corn. The Soviet Union is too 
far north to gr ow its own com 
supplies. In addition, the Soviet 
climate is such that every three 
or four years there Is a drought 
that causes a shortfall in wheat, 
too. 

The Soviet Union has found it 
Convenient to use the U.S. fanner 
as a buffer reserve for Its own 
climatic and productive inade- 
quacies. This means that we ba 
the United States have to bear 
the cost of storing the grain until 
:i is needed by the Soviet Union. 
Similarly, we also have to suffer 
the high .prices set off when the 
episodic Soviet purchases deplete 
the normal reser v es built tip to 
satisfy our regular world and 
domestic needs.--

But then In 1972. the Soviet 
grain purchasers returned home 
only to find that the hot. dry 
weather pattern had hot c ha nged 
ana that the crop would be even 
worse than anticipated. This ne- 
cessitated another trip to the 
grain market, from Aug. l to 9, 
when they acquired the remain- j 
lug 40 per cent of their purchase. 
Since Soviet weather this year is 
very similar to that of 1972. It is - 
entirely possible Soviet buyers 
may also return for more next 
month.

Health Insurance 

The unpredictable nature of 
rising malpractice costs lias also 
made it much mare difficult to 
estimate future medical-care 
costs, thereby reducing prospects 
of passage of national health- 
insurance legislation, according 
to some experts. 

So Important has the mal- 
practice problem become that, so 
far this year, the legislatures of 
at least 37 states, acting on an 
emergency basis, have passed 
malpractice bills. The substance 
of such legislation, has varied 
widely among the states. In most 
instances, the legislation has 
been described as ‘•stopgap" in 
nature, designed to insure the 
availability of malpractice cover- 
age for doctors and hospitals, 
or setting up commissions to 
study the malpractice problem. 

A few states, such as Michi- 
gan, New York, Indiana and 
Nevada, have conducted major 
reconstructive surgery of the 
legal tort system. Although such 
laws have not gone far enough 
to satisfy many doctors, the 
legislation in Indiana, for exam- 
ple, has led lawyers to propose 
court tests of its constitutional- 
ity. 

Experts Wait and See 
Despite the drastic nature of 
some legislative action, medical 
and legal experts and officials 
of organizations affected by the 
malpractice crisis said in inter- 
views with The New York Times 
that the>’ have adopted a ‘•wait- 
and-see” attitude toward the 
results, because even radical 
surgery only partly solves a 
problem that is rooted in cen- 
turies of tradition of the com- 
mon law. 

No single solution exists in 
any state, these experts said, in 
part because of the difficulties 
in reversing the effects of what 
has become a major activity in 
some states— suing doctors and 
hospitals. 

Although statistics regarding 
the number and nature of mal- 
practice suits are not available, 
it is widely assumed that the 
number of suits and toe dollar 
awards have risen sharply in 
recent years. 

In the latest development, 
many hospitals have raised room 
rates by as much -as $12 a day. 
Later this year, other hospitals 
plan substantial boosts in fees 
for X-rays, anesthesia, and sur- 
gical sendees to help offset the 
costs of malpractice litigation. 

Changing Ways 

The high cost of malpractice 
Insurance is also influencing the 
way Americans get medical care 
from their doctors. 

In South Dakota, which has 
doctorless towns, the malpractice 
issue has made it even more dif- 
ficult for officials to attract 
physicians to serve the popula- 
tion In rural areas. 

The St. Paul Fire and Marine 
Insurance Co„ which covers most 
South Dakota doctors, has decid- 
ed to issue new malpractice 
policies only to doctors who join 
established group practices al- 
ready insured by the company. 
According to the State Medical 
Society, St. Paul will not insure 
a new doctor who wishes to prac- 
tice individually in the tradition 
of the old country general prac- 
titioner.

Supermarket in Japan Finds 
Computerized Service a Boon

TOKYO, Aug. 4 (NYT».— The 
operation of a computerized su- 
permarket here has been marked 
by a lack of the shoplifting, 
cashiers’ mistakes and long 
checkout delays that are the 
problems of most supermarkets. 

Shoppers at the OK Super- 
market push carts with plastic 
cards chained to them and do 
their buying by inserting the 
card into glass vending machines 
and pus! ling buttons to indicate 
their choice of tire items on dis- 
play. 

A little bigger than a UJ5. 
dollar bill, the card is obtained 
at the entrance to the store. 

The card has a magnetic num- 
ber printed on it and a mini- 
computer adds up the prices of 
the items tliat the customer has 
taken. When finished shopping, 
toe customer hands the card to 
a cashier, who feeds it into toe 
register. In a second, the cus- 
tomer's receipt pops out.

Red Army Chief 
Writes Sihanouk 
From Cambodia 

HONG KONG. Aug. 4 <NYTl. 
—The senior Cambodian Com- 
munist leader has sent a letter 
to Prince Norodom Sihanouk in 
North Korea wishing him good 
health but not mentioning a pos- 
sible return by the Prince to 
Phnom Penh, the official North 
Korean press agency disclosed 
yesterday. 

News of the letter, sent by 
Khieu Samphan. the commander 
of toe Cambodian armed forces, 
deepened the mystery over the 
future of Prince Sihanouk, who 
is tbe nominal Cambodian head 
of state- He has not gone back 
to Phnom Penh since toe over- 
throw of the Lon Nol govern- 
ment in April and has been on 
an extended visit in North Korea 
since May 19. 

He was deposed by Marshal 
Lon Nol in March, 1970, while 
visiting the Soviet Union. 

Prince, Sihanouk lived in 
Peking throughout the five years 
of the Cambodian war. In recent 
weeks, according to diplomats, he 
has expressed mounting frustra- 
tion at his position in exile and 
has said that be plans soon to 
return to Phnom Penh.

Also, one roan is enough to 
keep the vending machines filled, 
because whenever the vending 
machine’s supply of a commodity 
is near exhaustion, a red lrmp 
in the computer room warns J*‘m. 

• More available space. The 
commodities are tightly displayed 
in high, vertical cases and thus 
occupy 40 to 50 per cent less 
horizontal space than conven- 
tional stores' items. 

• Simplification of inventory- 
taking. How many customers 
visited today? How much did 
they spend? How much inventory 
has the shop now? Which com- 
modities are running out? The 
computer can answer such ques- 
tions instantly. 

Mr. Enoki said that there is 
also a psychological benefit for 
toe customer, explaining: 

"It helps the privacy of the 
customers. Housewives, by na- 
ture, show Interest in what 
others, particularly those whom 
they know, have bought. But 
now. they don’t have to worry 
about being watched while wait- 
ing in line at a cash register. 
Before, a cashier used to take 
commodities out of toe basket 
one by one to price the items. 
Now. she doesn't have to even 
glance at the basket.” 

Some Shortcomings 

The shortcomings. Mr. Enoki 
said, are that a customer cannot 
touch and examine the commod- 
ity before deciding whether to 
buy it. Once touched, the item 
cannot be put back. The cus- 
tomer must go to a cashier with 
it first and get a refund later. 
” A young mother complained 
that, because of the no-touching 
system, she could not check the 
production date printed on a 
mi? ir container or read the in- 
structions on the back of a can 
of food. 

The computerized supermarket 
Is similar to stores established in 
recent years in Sweden and West 
Germany. Those stores, how- 
ever, failed, and toe Japanese 
market is thought to be the only 
one in operation. 


Canadian Makes AT&T Retreat 
On Where Bell Invented. Telephone 

NEW YORK, Aug. 4 f APJ. — The American Telephone & Tele- 
graph Co. has backed down before a Canadian who insists that 
Alexander Graham Bell Invented the telephone in his country 
and not in Boston. 

AT & T said a statement in 180 million bicentennial tele- 
phone books will be revised to say merely that Bell first used 
the telephone to transmit intelligible speech in Boston on May 
10. 1876. 

Keith Percy, first secretary of toe Canadian Embassy in 
Washington, said that, when the phone books first began to be 
distributed in May, he became upset by a statement in them 
that Bell “changed the way the world communicated with his 
invention of the telephone In Boston in May. 1876." 

Mr. Percy said that, as every Canadian schoolchild knows, 
Bell invented the telephone at Brantford. Ontario, iu 1874. 

He wrote to AT Ss T and quoted Bell as saying. “It is rather 
a curious thing to me to see the dispute about where the tele- 
phone was invented ... Of this you may be sure, t-he telephone 
was invented in Canada.” 

At first, AT & T executives said the controversy was simply 
a matter of semantics. They said the telephone might have 
been invented in Canada but that Bell never got it to really 
work until he went to Boston. 

But last week AT Ss T sent a memo to affiliates saying 
that, “because of the controversy, we have revised toe copy" on 
the inside cover of the bicentennial phone books. No mention 
will be made of where the telephone was invented.

Is Protested 

Japanese-Americaas 
Fear a Backlash

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 4. — 
Leaders of toe 30,000-member 
Japanese- American Citizens' 
League feel strongly that a cam- 
paign by U.S. conservationists to 
•save the whale is damaging Japa- 
nese- Americans. 

The campaign, begun two years 
ago by the Animal Welfare Insti- 
tute and endorsed by 20 U-S. en- 
vironmental groups, is directed at 
Japan and Russia, the two coun- 
tries still operating whaling fleets. 

Through newspaper advertise- 
ments across the United States 
and in Tokyo, the institute has 
urged a boycott of Japanese and 
Russian products "until Japan 
and toe Soviet Union agree to 
stop whaling.” Tbe International 
Whaling Commission voted in 
June to reduce the number of 
whales killed annually, but Russia 
and Japan have not said whether 
they will abide, by toe quotas. 

Banned Years Ago 
The emphasis of the ads is on 
boycotting Japanese goods, “such 
as cars, motorcycles, televisions, 
sterece, cameras,” because "Japan 
is the world's biggest whale kill- 
er.” The United States banned 
whale hunting by its vessels four 
years ago. 

The Japanese- American Citi- 
zens* League, which supports a 10 - 
year moratorium on whaling, con- 
demns “any tactics arising out of 
tbe whale conservation movement 
which are misdirected against 
Japanese- Americans and Japa- 
nese as a people.” 

It contends that toe boycott is 
a “shotgun” approach that re- 
vives the “yellow peril syndrome.” 
As proof, the league's executive 
director, David Ushio, pointed out 
that some newspapers have run 
cartoons depicting “slant-eyed, 
buck- toothed Japanese, killing 
whales.” 

Suspected Villains 
Saying that such efforts cause 
‘ anybody who is Japanese to be- 
come a suspected, villain,” he 
charged that side effects of the 
boycott emphasize the inability of 
some Americans to differentiate 
between Japanese and Japan ese- 
Americaus. 

"Japanese -American businesses 
have been picketed and Japanese- 
American schoolchildren have 
been harassed,” Mr. Ushio said. 
"My 3-year-old daughter was ap- 
proached on a playground by an 
older child, who told her, Tou're 
bad. You kill whales.* ** 

In Washington, Marjorie Cooke, 
a director of toe Animal Welfare 
Institute, denied that there was 
anything racist about the cam- 
paign and said that the boycott 
would continue.

Ex-Rulers Called 
‘Gangsters’ at 
Trial in Athens 

ATHENS. Aug. 4 (API. — The 
20 leaders of ibe former Greek 
dictatorship were described today 
by a prosecution witness at their 
trial as "Chicago gangsters” who 
established a “totalitarian re- 
gime worse than Hitler's.’’ 

George Mavros. a former Cab- 
inet minister and now leader of 
the largest opposition party, said 
the military-backed dictatorship 
never achieved popular approval 
during its seven-year duration 
and could, therefore, never claim 
legitimacy. 

“They had the same accep- 
tance that Chicago gangsters 
have holding up a bank with 
machine guns.” Mr. Mavros said. 
“To see whether they had any 
approval, they would have to put 
their guns down. But they never 
did. They maintained martial 
law throughout." 

The defendants, including ex- 
colonel and then dictator George 
Papadopoulos. and regime strong- 
man ex- Brig. Dimitrios Ioann ides, 
are charged with high treason 
and insurrection.

NEW YORK, Aug. 4 iNYT). — 
Radio signals emitted by ckiuds 
of carbon-monoxide gas in two 
dusty, exploding galaxies more 
than 10 million light-years away 
have been recorded by a specially 
designed telescope in Arizona. 

This was the first detection of 
radio signals emitted by molec- 
ular gas clouds in a galaxy out- 
side tlie Milky Way, the galaxy 
that contains the earth's sun. It 
was made in January and- just 
reported in Astrophysicai Jour- 
nal Letters, a leading publication 
in the field. 

Scientists believe that the dis- 
covery will open the way to stud- 
ying the detailed motions of gas 
clouds among the stars of the 
churning galaxies. 

Molecular gases, such as carbon 
monoxide, are at their densest 
in regions surrounding the cores 
of galaxies, where the formation 
of stars, and presumably of plan- 
etary systems, is most frequent. 

Probing tbe Clouds 

Radio waves from clouds of 
gases thus provide a probe of the 
densest and most active regions 
of tbe galaxies, of which there 
are billions. 

The first detection of carbon- 
monoxide radio emissions from

with a radio telescope operated 
by the National Radio Astronomy 
Observatory atop K i 1 1 Peak, 
southwest of Tucson, Ariz. The 
telescope measures the 2.64-mil- 
limefcer wavelength given off by 
carbon monoxide molecules. Such 
waves are able to penetrate the 
generally dry air in Arizona. 

Th 36-foot telescope was used 
in 1970 to detect carbon monox- 
ide at various points within the 
Milky Way. which is 100.000 
light-years across, and in which 
the sun revolves at a distance of 
about 30,000 light-years from the 
center. 

Other Molecules 

The Arizona telescope has also 
been used to discover radio 
emissions from many others of 
the more than 20 molecules de- 
tected in interstellar space. 

The discovery of molecules in 
space, starting with hydroxyl rad- 
icals in 1963. has been accounted 
one of the major surprises of 
modem astronomy. Many scien- 
tists had thought that ultraviolet 
radiation from stars, pervading 
space, would break down the mol- 
ecules. Their survival apparently 
is aided by the shielding action 
of dust particles, which are 
densest at the galaxy cores. 

In a telephone interview. Dr. 
Patrick Palmer of the University 
of Chicago, who was one of the 
discoverers of the extra galactic 
carbon monoxide said. "Carbon 
monoxide is a very good indicator 
of where the gas is primarily 
molecular and thus a probe of 
what is going on in the active 
regions.”

Texasgulf Finds ‘Rich 7 Ore Dejtosits 

Te::asgull. in a report for its second quarter, 
says :t lias :. Laked claims an some 23.000 acres 
in Canada's Northwest Territories and disclosed 
initial drilling results that indicate it has located 
a very rich ulnc-copper-lead-silver mineral depcjsii.

After falling by S641 million in 
May and 5293 million in June, 
they rose by 561 million last 
month to $6259 billion. 

The July figures take into ac- 
count $69 million borrowed from 
abroad for state spending. Tills is 
less than the amounts borrowed 
in the previous two months— 
S72 million in May and $261 mil- 
lion in June. 

The July movement in the re- 
serves included transactions with 
other central banks and for gov- 
ernment departments, and did not 
show the extent of any Bank of 
England intervention on the cur- 
rency markets. 

Sterling Declines

Sterling declined to a record low 
against the dollar today for the 
lourth cousccuti’-e day though 
the Bank ol England apparently 
gave the pound considerable sup- 
port during the day.

At least one oil economist. 
Walter Levy, doubts the OPEC 
lands' can maintain their import 
pace.

Oil Companies Dominate list 
Of 50 Top Firms in World 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4 (NYT • . — 
Oil companies dominate the list 
of the 50 largest industrial cor- 
porations tn the world last year, 
according to n new ranking com- 
piled by Fortune magazine. 

■ Ol the world's top 10 companies, 
ranked by sales, only General 
Motors (which placed third) and 
Ford Motor (fourth) were not oil 
companies. Of the total 50 com- 
panies, IS are in the oil bus ine ss. 

These 18 enterprises accounted 
lor half the sales of the leading 

multinational corporations, and 
two-thirds of their net Income in 
1974. A 400-per-cent increase in 
the price, of oil last year sent oil 
companies' profits soaring to rec- 
ords. 

The top ten were headed by 
Exxon, which replaced General 
Motors in the No. 1 spot with 
sales of $42 billion.

Wall Street Decline Tagged 
A i Temporary Correction'

NEW YORK. Aug. 4 fNYT).— The current decline in 
stock prices is viewed as a temporary correction by most Wall 
Street analysts, who expect prices mostly to advance during the 
next two months. 

Their optimism reflects a growing belief that tbe economy 
was buttressed last week when the Commerce Department 
reported that factory orders expanded in June for the third 
month in a row and that inventories dropped for the fourth 
consecutive month. 

However, there were some skeptics among a score of analysts 
Interviewed last week. They worried that stock prices would 
continue to drop in the Intermediate term primarily because 
growing Soviet needs for UB. grain might contribute to a new 
inflationary spiral and because the Federal Reserve Board might 
have stiffened its credit posture. 

William Lefevre of Granger & Co-, commenting on the 50- 
point drop in the Dow Jones industrial average since July 15, 
said that *ix is nothing but a technical correction and should 
end soon.” 

He said that over the next 60 days the market should stage 
another strong recovery, with the Dow going above 900. 

What happened in the latter part of July, he said, was the 
’■result of investor unrest, with investors taking their long-term 
capital gains— which are Investments held at least six months 
and something they haven't seen much of since be lore early 
1973." 

Alan Poole, vice-president of Laidlaw-Coggeshall, said be 
believed that tbe current decline was “strictly a temporary 
teclmical setback which has about run its course.” 

Charles Jensen, chief technical analyst of Merkin & Co., was 
a little more cautious about the near-term performance. Al- 
though the bull market is alive and likely to remain so until 
next year, he said, the next few weeks will “likely be choppy” 
as most stocks consolidate their strong gains. 

Robert Stovall, vice-president and director of investment 
policy of Reynolds Securities, predicted that the market would 
have its deepest correction of this year in the next two months, 
with the Dow dropping to about 775 by tbe end of September. 

He said that tbe Fed's action in tightening credit recently 
was mainly responsible lor the current market decline. He said 
the action had discouraged businessmen irom borrowing money 
and had damaged the nation's economic recovery. 

However. Mr. Stovall declared that the market's current cor- 
rection was strictly short-term and that, with the prospects of 
rising corporate earnings and dividends in 1976, the market 
should rebound. 


Production Materhd Costs 
In U.S. Seen on the Rise 


NEW YORK, Aug. 4 (AP-DJ1. 
—The cost of production materi- 
als rose in July for the first time 
in nine months, company buying 
agents report. 

Despite the increase, most of 
those surveyed believe Uae busi- 
ness recovery, under way since 
the middle of tile second quarter, 
will continue to improve mod- 
erately into next year. Only 25 
per cent indicated the recovery 
would be sluggish, the National 
Association of Purchasing Mana- 
gement Inc., a trade group, said 
over the weekend. 

Contributing to their optimism 
was July's hefty inventory liquida- 
tion, which reached the highest 
level since 1949. Of those survey- 
ed, 57 per cent said they pared 
Inventories of finished goods last 
month, up from 51 per cent in 
June. Only 8 per cent said they 
added to stocks. 

Clearing out inventories of un- 
sold merchandise Is a key factor 
in business recoveries, as it allows 
manufacturers to step up pro- 
duction and add workers, 

“One can’t help wonder if part 
of this i inventory clearance) is 
involuntary and that we may 
have slipped past the intended 
levels." Elwood Andrews, head of 
the group's business survey com- 
mittee, said. "Otherwise it's just 
further evidence of how big the 
inventory overhang really was.” 

On the pricing aide, 22 per cent 
of those polled said they paid 
more for production goods last 
month, up from 13 per cent in 
June. Those reporting lower 
prices slipped to 19 per cent from 
24 per cent the previous month. 

New orders and production 
continued to improve last month. 


Of those polled. 38 per cent said 
orders are up. tbe highest per- 
centage since October 1973. Pro- 
duction boosts were reported by 
32 per cent, the highest in 13 
months. The results ran counter 
to past trends, as production 
generally falls a bit in July be- 
cause of scheduled vacation close- 
downs by many companies.

In Chicago, soybean and soy- 
bean oil futures advanced to al- 
lowable daily limits, but hmit 
gains in com and oats were 
trimmed before the close tinder 
profit-taking. 

Wheat futures had been up 
12 cents a bushel but closed only 
1 cent higher. Soybean meal, up 
$7 a ton early in the day, closed 
about $6 higher. 

Rain fell over wide sections or 
the Midwest during the weekend, 
but some trade sources expressed 
doubt that the precipitation was 
sufficient. Iowa, Illinois and In- 
diana com and soybean produc- 
tion in recent years has totaled 
more than all the rest of the 
country combined, but this year 
there was some concern in recent 
days of insufficient moisture In 
portions of the Midwest. 

Wheat futures advanced with 
other commodities in the general 
demand, but there were reports 
from Canada that the wheat crop 
there might have been harmed 
by excessive temperatures re- 
cently.

1.500 in Saigon 
Say U.S. Embassy 
Ones Back Pay 


SAIGON. Aug. 4 *UPIi.— Rep- 
resen tar ires of nearly 1.500 South 
Vietnamese charged today that 
they were owed almost SI million 
In back pay by U.S. officials 

About 1.4W guards formerly 
employed by an office of the 
U.S. Embassy and 46 employees 
of a military-run bakery said 
they were each owed about $ 600 . 
The money represents a month’s 
back pay plus severance and 
bonus payments, the Vietnamese 
said. 

Ail said the U.S. withdrawal 
from Vietnam late in April left 
them penniless. 

Representatives of the gyards 
and bakers charged that U.S. of- 
ficials hel-l back two weeks' pay 
to insure that the Vietnamese 
would show up for work during 
the last days of the U.S. presence. 

The bakers said they worked 
overtime — in many cases until 
Communist troops entered Sai- 
gon — protecting U.S. buildings. 


Congressmen Join 
Underwater Tests 


FREEPORT. Bahamas. Aug 4 
fAFt. — Two members of Congress 
joined two scientists today in a 
three-day experiment in an 
underwater research laboratory 
anchored in 50 feet of water. 

Sen. Lowell Weicker. R-Conrn. 
end Rep. Bill Alexander. D-Ark., 
went down to the lab off Lucayan 
Beach in scuba gear. They enter- 
ed the steel chamber through a 
lower hatch this morning to start 
tile live-in. 

They were accompanied by 
Howard Pollock. deputy admin- 
istrator of the National Oceanic 
and Atmospheric Administration, 
and Robert Wicklund, a marine 
biologist.

“I'd give them everything they 
asked for." Wexler pointed to 
the glass skyscrapers we were 
passing.

If any- 
thing they are probably running 
companies that contribute to the 
refuse problem.

“That's fail-, but nobody wants 
to pay a sanitation man the sala- 
rv of" a beer-can executive.'’ 

“They don't now. but they wui 
soon if somebody doesn't take 
their garbage away. The coun- 
try s changing. If the people 
have the choice of spending a bil- 
lion dollars for a new aircraft 
carrier 01 having a decent refuse 
disposal system, they'll take the 
latter any dnv ol the week. You 
thmk anyone cares about giving 
military aid to Turkey? Nobody. 
But they do care about who re- 
moves the snow from their streets. 
Waslungton has its priorities all 
mixed up. And 111 tell you some- 
thing. If this garbage isn't re- 
moved by 1976. everyone is going 
to be in for a big surprise at 
election time." 

“Then you think garbage is 
more important than detente?" 

■'Tii ere are some people who , 
?.ouJd say it is the same thins. 
But the trouble in Washington is 
nobodv cares what happens to 
people's garbage in the rest of 
the country. Henry Kissinger 
sure doesn't care, because he has 
the press cart his away every 
night. President Ford doesn't 
care, because he has Marines 
dumping his garbage. Everyone 
in Washington talks about gar- 
bage. but nobody does anything 
about it." 

* * * 

“What are you suggesting?” I 
asked Wexler. 

“I think we should have a De- 
partment of Garbage with the 
same budget as the Defense De- 
partment. Its job would be to 
develop new weapons to take care 
of the country's refuse problems. 
What good is it to have intercon- 
tinental missiles to protect the 
country when nobody will pick up 
your plastic bags on the side- 
walk?" 

“But isn’t it true that a coun- 
try's wealth can be calculated on 
how much refuse it has m its 
streets?" 

“No. The economic prosperity 
of a nation depends on how many 
men it can ^afford to cart its 
garbage away, you know why no- 
body will buy New York City 
honds right now? It’s because 
every banker and broker keeps 
tripping over garbage cans on his 
way to work. Who wants to in- 
vest in a city that doesn't know 
what to do with its trash cans?” 
We reached 10th Avenue with 
garbage piles as far as the eye 
could see. 

• Our mistake." said Wexler. “is 
every time the President, the 
Vice-President or the secretary of 
the Treasury comes to New York 
we drive him down Park Avenue. 

If we had taken him over here 
aud given him ? clothespin for 
hj nose, he might have thought 
twice before he turned poor Abe 
Beame down.”

As an ex- 
ample of the sort of thing that 
has made her perhaps the. most 
popular member of the royal 
family: During World War. II 

she regularly made inspection 
tours of bombed -ont London. 
After Buckingham Palace itself 
was hit she told a friend, “At last 
I can look the East End in the 
face." Although the queen mother 
decided against any official cele- 
bration to mark her birthday, 
she did pose for birthday pictures 
and got an artillery salute from 
the Tower of London.

Lois Snow Continuing Her Husband’s Work

E YSINS. Switzerland • IHT '.—One sunny day in October. 1970,

two Americans stood beside Mao Tse-tung on T'ien An Men. 
Peking's Heavenly Peace Gate, in full view of the crowds 
gathered below to celebrate the 21st anniversary D I the founding 
of the People s Republic of China. 

One was Edgar Snow, acknowledged Western expert on 
Chinese affairs and longtime friend of Chairman Mao. The 
other was his wife. Lais Wheeler Snow, a California- born actress 
on her first visit to the Far East. 

Chins watchers hailed the significance ot the event, which 
became even more apparent when, a few weeks later. Mao 
Invited Snow' to breakfast, and through him announced to the 
world that he would be happy to meet President Richard Nixon. 

But Snow, whose "Red Star Over China" first informed the 
world— and most Chinese — of the young revolution in progress, 
never saw the result of his life’s efforts to aid understanding 
between China aud the United States. He died at 66 in 
February. 1972. the same week Nixon went to China. 

Ever since. Lois Snow has continued her husband's work, 
finished Ins last book I'The Long Revolution." Random House 
I972». written two of her own. gone on lecture tours and con- 
tributed' dozens of articles to newspapers and magazines. 

“It's a terrible responsibility, and one for which I really 
wasn't prepared," she said, relaxing among the roses in the 
garden of the farmhouse the Snows renovated In tills quiet 
village near the shores of Lake Geneva. 

A former Broadway, film and television actress. Mrs. Snow 
was a founding member of the Actors Studio, and except for 
a commitment to nonviolence, had almost no political back- 
ground. she married Snow in 1949. 

“Even after our marriage." she said, "I was too absorbed in 
theater to know much about the scope and causes of world 
problems." 

Yet her second book, a 148-page memoir i“A Death With 
Dignity: When the Chinese Came.*' Random House. 1975 may 
provide the layman with more insight into present-day China 
than scholarly analyses. 

It is a very personal account of what happened when Mao 
and Chou En-lal sent a medical team from China to help their 
friend Snow and his family face his final illness. 

’’During the five months X spent in China with Ed." Mrs. 
Snow said. "I came In coucact time and again with what the 
Chinese call ’total care.' but I never expected to experience it 
in my own home." 

“Even then." she added. “I might have thought we haa 
simply benefited from a special favor. Two more recent trips to 
China, however, convinced me that wliat happened in our home 
was a reflection of au entirely new approach to medical practice 
which could be of relevance to us all. That’s when I decided 
I had to write about it." 

Snow fell ill shortly after his return from China in 1971 
spent months in and out of hospital, went through surgery 
and chemotherapy. “He had the best care money could buy." 
.said Mrs. Snow, “but his cancer was incurable. So I brought 
him home, dreading the alternative of walling helplessly or 
facing again the Impersonalness of the hospital. I know there's 
nothing unusual in this. It happens to nearly everyone, and I 
might never have known there could be a difference if the 
Chinese had not come to change the pattern of care." 

“It wasn't a question of more or better technical knowledge." 
she said, "but in an attitude towards the illness and the 
patient. Ed was no longer a ’case.’ All the rigidity we take for 


granted was gone. There was no question, for instance that he 
be wakened at 6 am. or even 8 Just when he'd dozed off after 
a sleepless night. They did relieve his pain, but mostly they 
brought him a tranquillity and dignity In dying that made it 
more bearable not only for him but for me. our children, family 
and mends." 

Housed in the Chinese Consulate near Geneva, four doctors 
and several nurses were driven back and forth to Eysius, with 
a day shift replacing a night shift. 

Describing these daily sessions In the Snows' high-beamed 
living room, she said, “I can still see them. They’d line up 
chairs and fables facing each other and balance teacups and 
thermos bottles. Together, the doctors and nurses would study 
and explain charts In front ol US. We no longer had to hold 
back questions or be 'patient.' The helpless feeling of secre- 
tiveness aud estrangement- was gone. We weren’t outsiders 
waiting m an impersonal corridor ior piecemeal information. 
A community had formed and we were part of it." 

Mrs. Snow readily admits it would be as rare in China to 
place four doctors and several nurses m a private home as it 
would be in any other country. 

“It's net a question of techniques or numbers. On the con- 
trary. I have often seen this humanizing process compensate for 
lack of equipment, or highly trained personal. China has made 
tremendous advances in medicine but that's another story. 

“Call it group therapy or the result of new relationships 
between human beings and the way each feels his responsibility 
to the community. This working together is most spectacular 
in the field of medicine, but it also helps people solve their 
marital problems, cope with mental illness or just gTow ola- 

■T know” she winced, “I am always prepared for icy skepti- 
cism when I mention what the Chines themselves call the 
‘struggle’ to become a ‘new man.’ Here at home I have trouble 
believing a lot of it myself, and Ed had the same problem.” 

Leafing through "The Long Revolution." Mrs. Snow pointed 
to a paragraph in which Snow wrote that, away from China, so 
much of what he had seen there seemed to have taken place 
behind the looking glass that he wondered how he could 
possibly explain it to outsiders. 

Then he remembered the White Queen. ”1 can't believe 
that." said Alice. “Cairt you?" said the White Queen in a 
pitying tone. “I daresay you haven't had much practice. When 
I was your age. I always did it for lialf-an-hour a day. Why. 
sometimes I've believed six impossible things before breakfast.” 

Mrs. Snow will return to China for a three-month visit in 
September, then spend another three months lecturing in the 
United States. She speaks mainly to women's clubs and to 
drama groups, interested in her knowledge of Chinese theater, 
the subject of her first book i"Chma on Stage." Random House, 
1972* and many magazine articles. 

“I'm asked about everything — from women, birth control and 
sex. to food and dress. Then there's the big question of lack 
of ’freedom'. “ 

In answer to that one. Mrs. Snow relates her conversation 
with a Chinese-born San Franciscan who. like other Chinese 
emigrants, was invited to pay a visit to the homeland. 

“When he returned to the U.S.." Mrs. Snow said, “he was 
asked how he could condone anything about a country where 
freedom did not exist." 

“You may be right." answered the aging capitalist, “but I 
saw one thing. People in China have the freedom to grow 
old with dignity.” 


Walter Levering, 65. a retired 
New York stockbroker, said. Mon-
